SOHIOOL REPORT. 


The sunshine and storm of one more Schoo} Year have come 
and gone, and in perpetuating the custom of our predecessors 
in years past in giving an annual report, we would remind you 
of the peculiar circumstances. under which we assumed the re- 
sponsible positions as members of the School Board. You are 
all very well aware the honor of the position in which we, by 
your votes and earnest request were placed, was not of our own 
seeking, feeling and knowing of our inability to do justice to the 
demands of our position and the people of the District, knowing 
at the time that there were many persons in the District that 
were better qualified to fill the position which we now occupy, 
it was with great hesitancy that we accepted it. The school 
work being new to us, not having had any experience in the past 
in school matters, and no light or help whatever from the retir- 
ing Board, we have labored under great difficulties, and yet, 
hoping that you will all have that ‘‘Charity which suffereth long 
and is kind,” we submit to your consideration the following 
report. 

At the beginning of the year we found in the Treasury :— 


Cash from last year, 2.53 
Appropriation by Town, | S04 00 
Literary Fund, 103 68 = $910 25 


We have expended for Salary of Teachers, Fuel, 
care of School Houses, Incidental exp. and Repairs, $825 56 

In only one instance have we expended more than was expen- 
ded last year for the necessities of the School District, this was 
on the article of wood. As we found all the School Houses 
without wood, with one exception, this will account for the in- 
crease in the expense. Our successors will find not far from 
_ four cords well cured wood now on hand. : 

You will see by the Statistical Report that each School, with 
one exception, the Grammar, had the same Teacher through- 
out the year, the Grammar School commenced with Miss Grace 
HH. Smith as Teacher, a week rolled by and every thing looked 
bright for the future, in this and the other schools. There was 
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a full attendance, a deep interest manifested, by both Teachers 
and Pupils,'and every thing as far as we were able to judge, in- 
dicated profitable schools, but a cloud gathered, and breaking, 
Jeft us with that dreaded disease diphtheria, in our midst, and 
we, as you all well remember, were compelled to discontinue 
the schools. This deprived us of the services of Miss Smith, as 
her studies elsewhere would not permit of a later term of school. 
After many unsuccessful trials at procuring a teacher, we found 
one at the last moment, in the person of James A. Mc Kibber. 
We desire to say one word to the Parents and Guardians who 
may have scholars in the ditterent schools. Whoever may be 
yonr next Board of Education, show them the respect that is due 
their position, and not do as has been done the past year in toe 
many instances where scholars have been taken trom school for 
something (we know not what) without notifying the Committee. 
if wrong exists notify the Committee, that it may be righted, 
then you will help the ‘’eacher, the Scholars, the District, and 
also the Committee, and thereby help yourselves. Do not let 
your scholars stay from school unless absolutely necessary. 
here is much we might say in regard to these matters, but 
suthce to say that the tuture prosperity of our schools is in your 
hands. See to it then that you do well your part in making them 
models of perfection. In closing we extend many thanks to the 
citizens and parents of the district, who, with a tew exceptions, 
have spoken words of cheer as we have been having the rough 
experience of a year as members of the Board of Education under 
the ‘Lown system ot schools. We appreciate your kindness and 
shall not soon forgot it.
